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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argued about the claims 1, 7, 16, 
and 19 that the prior art on the record does not teach or suggest the following features; "judging whether the CAI (code allocation 
information) .... next TTI.", "inserting the changed CAI as a specific control ....TTI if the CAI will change. "and sending the traffic burst ....via 
downlink channel." The examiner respecfully disagrees. Jec (US 2007/0030885 A1 ) clearly disclosses that in the prior art system can use 
one midamble in a DL (down link) for users in a particular timeslot. However, in some situations when more than one channel estimation is 
needed, more than one midambles are used by the base station. The correlation of the midambles is to the users as disclosed in Para 
0042-0044. Therefore "judging whether the CAI (code allocation information).... in the next TTI." The system can allocate multiple codes for 
different users in the timeslot. Jec discloses a system where channel estimation is performed using midambles. further more, Jec discloses 
spreading codes for multiple users that would be used by the users allocated to the timeslot. The timeslot are denoted by sending 
midambles pertaining to the users. Midambles codes are inserted into timeslot btween data 1 and data 2 as disclosd in Para 0039-0050 and 
0065-0066, Figs. 5-8.Therefore "inserting the changed CAI as a specific control ...TTI if the CAI will change. "and sending the traffic burst 
.... via downlink channel." 

Regarding claims 10, 13, 21, and 23, the Applicant presented the Examiner with the same aforementioned arguments. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The prior art on the record Jec (EP 1 143638 A1 ) clearly discloses with the same aforementioned response that 

"Judging whether the ACN next TTI" as disclosed in Para 0032-0034, and "inserting the changed ACNas....TTI if the ACN will 

change. "and sending the traffic burst ... downlink channel." as disclosed in Para 0029-0045. 
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
